A b out 
a m onth la te r Mr. H enry E. A b b ey 
called on us and said he had b een 
rob b ed of some 826,000 in the City of 
M exico b y some unknow n person w ho 
had started a spurious advance sale of 
tickets. 
“ I t w as late in the fall of 1886 tha t 
a m an representing him self to b e a 
foreign new spaper correspondent had 
tw o interview s w ith Mr. Ab b ey, w ho 
w as m anaging P a tti’s concert tour, 
and his agen t ab out the ir m ethods of 
doing b usiness for the prim a donna. 
Tw o w eeks b efore Mr. A b b ey’s agen t 
w as ready to leave for • the City of 
Mexico, in May, 1887, the interview er 
oalling him self b y Mr. A b b ey’s agen t's 
nam e, b egan in the City of Mexico tlie 
spurious sale of tickets, b y w hich he 
secured $ 26,400, and got aw ay. 
T he 
interview er w as Benson. 
He so'sd his 
M exican m oney through a confederate 
in B altim ore and w en t to S w itzerland, 
w here, b y the aid of a confederate 
nam ed Ker, he ob tained m oney on 
b onds tha t had no value.

w as tak en in checks to b e paid in this 
city.

Benson received the

The first person he called

SED ALIA. 


THEY CAPTURED A TRAIN. 


Mrouftht to the €ity ana Fea ana 
Thet% Sen t to St. Louis in 
Boæ Cara. 


One hundred and sixty men who 
were thrown out of employment by 
the shutting down of the mines in 
Colorado struck Sedalia yesterday. 
O f this number, forty-five came in 
at 12:30 on 
the 
first 
section of 
freight train No. 128, in charge of 
Conductor Butts, and the second 
delegation arrived at 2:40 p. m., on 
first No. 126, in charge of Conduc­ 
tor Miller and pulled by Engineer 
West, with engine No. 962. 
Both 
delegations 
boarded 
the 
trains at Kansas City, and the first 
to reach here jumped from the cars 
in the western part 
of 
the 
cily. 
They immediately struck out, indi­ 
vidually and in pairs, in search of 
food, and nothing was known in the 
business portion of the city regard­ 
ing their arrival. 
It was different with the second 
delegation, though. 
Their coming 
was heralded in advance by a tele­ 
gram 
to Superintendent. Hopkins, 
staling that they had taken posses­ 
sion 
of Conductor 
Miller’s train 
and refused to leave it. 
They were 
peaceable, the message said, and 
all they asked was tfie privilege of 
getting over the 
road 
on 
freight 
trains, gratis, of course, for they 
were penniless, and it was impossi­ 
ble for them to pay fare. 
Mr. Hopkins 
wired 
Conductor 
Miller to carry the party, and a few 
minutes later Acting Mayor Hon- 
komp, in the 
absence 
of 
Mayor 
Stevens, was 
handed 
a telegram 
reading as follows: 
Mayory Sedalia^Mo. : 


H o l d e n , 
M o ., 
July 
29.— One 
hundred and 
sixty miners are in 
possession of the train that left here 
at 12:30 p. m. 
Better arrange to 
feed them. 
They threaten to feed 
themselves if you don’t. 
F. C. B o r d e n , Mayor. 
Mr. Honkomp 
at once sought 
Marshal 
Delong 
and 
other 
city officials and 
it was 
decided 
to 
serve 
a 
spread 
for 
the 
tourists on 
their arrival in East 
Sedalia. 
Two hundred loaves of 
bread were purchased, together with 
enough bologna sausage to reach to 
Flat creek, and Peter Pehl donated 
a barrel which Pat McEnroe filled 
with ice, thus adding 
an elegant 
sufficiency of ice water with which 
to wash down the meal. 
The layout was taken to the va­ 
cant 
lot 
at 
Third and Engineer 
streets to await the arrival of the 
guests. 
In the meantime it had be­ 
come noised around town that the 
delegation would arrive at 2:40 p.m. 
and a large 
crowd 
of 
spectators 
was on hand at the depot. 
Among the number was Marshal 
Delong 
and 
several 
policemen. 
Sheriff Porter, Constable Gossage, 
representatives of the city press and 
others. 
When half a mile distant it was 
seen that the tops of the cars of the 
approaching 
train were filled with 
men, and all manner of speculation 
was indulged in as to what might be 
expected. 
Nothing 
of 
a 
sensational na­ 
ture occurred, though. 
The train 
pulled past the depot, but the men 
uttered not a word. 
They 
looked 
neither 
to 
the right nor left, but 


three-fourths 
of them have been 
employed in the mines of the Cen­ 
tennial state. 
One of the men in­ 
terviewed said: 
*‘We have eight 
or ten 
profes­ 
sional tramps with us, but as long 
as they travel with our party 
they 
have got to be on the square. They 
wanted 
to 
leave 
the 
train 
up 
the 
road 
a 
piece 
and 
loot 
a 
town, 
but 
we informed 
them that they would do so at their 
peril and the idea was abandoned. 
‘ ‘We are not bums. 
We are anx­ 
ious 
for 
work,

where w^e are going to find it. 
The 
press dispatches have not told half 
regarding 
the 
distress 
that 
exists 
in Colorado. 
It 
is 
all 
right in Denver, for no one is going 
to starve there, but it is in the min­ 
ing camps where there must of ne­ 
cessity be much suffering.” 
In the party was %ne old man, 
with two little boys, all of them be­ 
ing faint from lack of food. 
In 
fact, the old gentleman was so weak 
that he could not go after his ra­ 
tions and they were carried to him 
by Tony Honkomp. 
Father and 
sons 
ate ravenously, and 
it was 
plainly evident that their heartfelt 
thanks went out to the city authori­ 
ties of Sedalia. 
Others who were talked with were 
not 
loth 
to 
say 
that they were 
thankful that they had got out of 
the Centennial state, and they are 
living in hope that they wdll not be 
long out of employment. 
The Missouri Pacific people took 
exactly the right step in the prem­ 
ises by hauling the travelers with­ 
out quibbling over it, and Mayor 
Honkomp did the right thing in 
providing food for them. 
The en­ 
tire layout cost the city only iio.30, 
and who knows but that it may 
been a case of “ bread cast upon 
the waters?” 
Missouri Pacific freight train No. 
130, that came in from Kansas City 
at midnight last night had sixty-five 
additional “ sufferers.” 
They rode 
upon the tops of the cars and were 
taken to East Sedalia, it being the 
intention to start them in the direc­ 
tion of St. Louis on the first outgo­ 
ing freight train. 
Still others are 
expected to pass through to-mor­ 
row, and no one can say when the 
end will be reached.

Blood-Sncktiij; Bats Which Feed on Han 
and Animals. 
Ever since the South American con­ 
tinent was discovered, especially that 
part of it lying between the Amazon 
Orinoco rivers, travelers 
have 
come from there with wonderful tales 
of the vampire, or, as they call them, 
blood-sucking bats. 
As a fact, little 
is known about these pests. 
That 
are blood-sucking bats which 
feed not only on the blood of man, but 
also animals, is an undoubted fact. In 
the case of a man attacked, the toe or 
nose is the point punctured, while an­ 
imals are liable to be bitten any­ 
where. 
How the bat does its work 
has not l>een made clear, for no man 
has yet awakened while being oper­ 
ated on by one of tluise bats, despite 
the fact that considerable blood has 
been extracted and more or less loss 
of blood takes place after the opera­ 
tion. 
It is probabfje 
that the bat 
hovers during the operation rather 
than rests on the body. 
The rapid vi­ 
bration of the soft wings probably has 
a soothing effect on the skin of the 
part operated on. 
The blood-suckers belong to only 
two or three species, 
and wherever 
these are found there are aigo many 
others w’hose food is only fruit or in­ 
sects or both. 
The most natural mis­ 
take about the I>ats which are inno­ 
cent of preying on man or beast is the 
common supposition that vampyrus 
spectrum 
is a blood-sucker. 
l^he 
stretch of wings of this bat frequently 
reaches 
three 
feet, 
and 
it has a 
most ferocious aspect, with enormous 
large and pointed canine teeth. 
It is 
perfectly certain that in most parts of 
British Guinea thi<s bat is only a fruit- 
eater, and a serious pest to fruit-grow- 
erk Bates and Edwards, who traveled 
much in that country, 
vouch for its 
harmlessne.ss, and the w riter could 
never hear of a case w’here one of 
these giant bats w^as even suspected 
of being a blood sucker.

on makeshifts of 
one 
kind 
and another since 1878. 
Expedi­ 
ents will avail no longer. We are at the 
parting of the ways, and must take 
definite, decided action one way or 
the other. 
We must either take up 
our silver and defend it against the 
werld, or 
drop 
it; demonetize it; 
declare that it is not available as a 
basis of currency, and declare that 
the constitutional right granted to 
congress 
to 
‘coin 
money’ means 
only that we shall coin gold only. 
Silver men 
can 
be heard who will 
talk as foolishly as Governor Waite 
did with his talk about blood up to 
the bridles, which 
nonsense 
has 
recoiled 
on 
their own heads, and 
Wall street has her gold bugs, who 
are as unreasonable 
and 
wild 
in 
their 
protestations 
and demands. 
The outlook is gloomy. 
We are in 
a fog. 
It may continue to spread 
and there is no way to judge of its 
extent. 
It 
may 
lift, as 
fogs 
do 
sometimes, as suddenly as it formed 
and find us in the sunlight under a 
smiling sun.
